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More African Conflict 
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The nagging problem of apartheid in 


the Union of South Africa is due for a court 
test but whatever the judgment, it won't 
solve the problem. 


The method by which the opposition to 


this extreme form of segregation enforced 
by the Union is going to court is curious 
and involved. It probably won't be accepted 
as legal by the Union and there is no di- 
rect precedent. But it should get a lot of 
publicity. 


The governments of Ethiopia and Li- 


beria, acting on behalf of all independent 
African states from a decision at a con- 
ference last summer, are bringing the ac- 
tion for a resident of South-West Africa to 
the International Court of Justice. South- 
West Africa, a former German colony, was 
made a mandated territory to the Union 
after the first World War by the League of 
Nations. Ethiopia and Liberia then were 
members of the League. 


The complaint charges that Africans in 


South-West Africa cannot vote, travel free- 
ly, join unions or political parties. They are 
subject to criminal prosecution for leaving 
their jobs and to curfews, deportation with- 
out the right of appeal and corporal pun- 
ishment. The Union is further charged with 
attempting to absorb South-West Africa 


Charter Air Service 


The tragic crash of a privately char- 


tered plane carrying members of a college 
football team brings out two questions. Is it 
necessary for the success of college sports 
for teams to travel some 4,000 miles round 
trip to play a game? Are regulations and in- 
spections of chartered flights stiff enough? 


It certainly would seem there are 


enough colleges in educationally-minded 
California or neighboring states to furnish 
California Polytechnic College with enough 
competition to make up a full schedule. 
The use of the airplane actually has meant 
that teams often fly thousands of miles in 
less time than it used to take them to reach 
a near-by school by bus. But it certainly is 
an overemphasis upon varsity sport. 


More serious is the "gross disregard for

Obviously all this will not end apartheid 


in South Africa. But it is conceivable that 
the Security Council could order an end to 
the mandate and independence for South- 
West Africa. This would increase the ever 
growing pressure upon the Union by free 
nations ruled by Africans on its borders. 
And some day there may be an explosion 
of races in this area which will make the 
revolt in the Congo look like a quiet game 
of checkers.

The Supreme Court Cools Off a Courfroom 


The order of the state supreme court 


requiring Kenosha County Judge Harold 
M. Bode to stop "interfering with the liber- 
ty" of County Clerk Richard Lindgren and 
Sheriff Floyd P. Hughes will appeal to most 
people as an exercise in good common 
sense although it may be good law also. 


It may be recalled that in early Septem- 


ber Judge Bode ordered a portable air con- 
ditioner for his courtroom and notified 
Lindgren, who serves as county clerk and 
purchasing agent, that the county could 
buy the air conditioner for $250 or rent it. 


Lindgren, in a letter, told the judge he 


had no authority to order the air condi- 
tioner and that the judge would have to 
pay for it himself unless the county board 
authorized it. The supreme court described 
this letter as "a blistering reply." 


The court said that the judge might 


have been justified in finding Lindgren 
guilty of contempt, but that he had pro- 
ceeded "ineptly." The court said that Lind- 
gren should not have been found in con- 
tempt because of refusing to enter a plea. 
However, the court added, "the 
record 


shows Lindgren's attitude and actions 
amounted to insolent behavior which is 
grounds for contempt." 


"If the court had found Lindgren in con- 


tempt for his behavior in the courtroom we 
would have a different question before us," 
the high court said. The decision implied 
that Judge Bode could begin such a pro- 
ceedings now, but that everything previous 
was wiped out. 


The Kenosha County sheriff was in- 


volved because he had released Lindgren 
on an order from the Racine County Court.' 
However, Judge Bode found the sheriff in 
contempt for releasing Lindgren. The 
court said thai Judge Bode was in error 
for holding the sheriff in contempt be- 
cause the sheriff faced "the classic dilem- 
ma — in contempt of the county court if 
he released Lindgren and in contempt of 
the municipal court if he did not." 


The purpose of the court seems to 


have been to put down a squabble in the 
official family of Kenosha County which 
perhaps never would have arisen had it 
not been for the irritation of hot weather. 
Some legal advice is passed out to the 
judge and a little scolding given to Mr. 
Lindgren and the case is ended. If there 
had been a better spirit of cooperation, and 
a little more understanding of public rela- 
tions on the part of the Kenosha County 
purchasing agent, the court would not have 
been troubled with this case. 


Teacher Training Courses 


There has been a noticeable drop 
in 


the number of state college students who 
are enrolled for the 2-year teacher training 
course of study leading to a certificate to 
teach in the common school districts of the 
state. The trend is heartening. It has been a 
completely illogical practice which has per- 
mitted holders of the certificates to teach 
in rural schools while barring them from 
city school districts without at least another 
year of college. 


One contributing factor has been the 


backing by the state college faculties of the 
rule requiring four years for teaching cer- 
tificates for any school in the state. An- 
other element has been the counseling at 
the college level of the students. Probably 
most important of all has been the attitude 


of the students themselves; they were 
quicker than the state legislature to recog- 
nize an inequality. The emphasis in the 
change has been to require more liberal 
arts, cultural and background studies, par- 
ticularly m the first two years, with special- 
ization coming later. The necessity for 
some methodology courses obviously over- 
loads a 2-year program with the hows of 
teaching instead of the whats. 


The idea that rural youngsters do not 


need or demand as well educated teachers 
as do city youngsters never was tenable 
theory and is thoroughly outmoded today. 
There are some fine teachers who have 
only 2-year certificates but the more em- 
phasis in teacher training upon solid 
courses in subject and related matter, the 
better.

To most Americans talk of the 


U. S. gold supply brings to mind 
a picture of ingots buried in the 
vaults at Ft. Knox. To econo- 
mists, however, the gold supply 
represents the basis of our for- 
eign trade, the resources avail- 
able in an emergency should a 
balance of payments adverse to 
this country result in foreign 
claims not satisfiable by dollars. 


Since 1949. when gold reserves 


reached a high of 524.6 billion, 
the supply of gold in this country 
has been decreasing. Today gold 
resources stand at about $18.6 
billion. Potential foreign claims, 
however, come to about 3|9 bil- 
lion. These claims represent the 
dollars held by foreign govern- 
ments and private groups, as a 
result of their trade associations 
with the United States. 


The foreign accumulation of 


• dollar claims results from 
a 


number of factors. American 
exports, it is true, exceed the 
cost of our imports, but the sur- 
plus from this does not cover 
olher U.S. overseas 
expendi- 


tures. 
Military 
spending 
in 


foreign countries — either in 
direct aid or expenditures of 
servicemen stationed abroad — 
form the biggest source of defi- 
cit. 
Added to this are grants, 


private 
investments, 
private 


gifts, and — an often overlook- 
ed factor — money spent by 
American tourists. 


Technically, 
foreign 
dollars 


holders could seek payment in 
gold for the more than $19 bil- 
lion they hold. In 1058, foreign 
countries converted S2 3 billion 
of the $3.5 billion of their sur- 
plus dollar holdings into gold. 
Last year $700 million was con- 
verted to gold, while another 
$3.1 billion in surplus was held 
in dollars. In the first half of 
this year, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reports, the U. S. dollar 
deficit was $1.4 billion. 


U. S. exports have increased 


in the first half of this year, 
but the Commerce Department 
points out that this was due 
larpcly to shipments under gov- 
ernment aid procrams, particu- 
larly in agnclultural products. 
These products, economics say, 
do not contribute to any real 
improvement in the balance of 
payments. 


Business Week magazine, in 


a recent issue, noted the fear 
among some officials that the 
deficit in the balance of pay- 
ments may before long reach $5 
billion annually. The 
reason 


for this, the magazine says, is 
the booming European economy, 
which is resulting in a greater 
manufacturing capacity. As a 
result, U.S. exports may be 


frozen 
out of the 
European 


market, while at the same time 
European exports will provide 
stiffer 
competition in 
other 


world markets. 


The problem is recognized as 


a serious one, but the experts 
are unable to agree on any solu- 
tion. Suggested remedies range 
from the extreme of returning 
to the gold standard to higher 


tariffs on imports, which in 'turn 
would result in stiffer foreign 
tariffs on U.S. goods and a drop 
in American exports. The gov- 
ernment's main proposal has 
been a call for expansion of 
U.S. merchandise exports to 
close the gap in the balance of 
payments. The arguments con- 
tinue, but the gold supply does 
i»ot get any larger. 


The Law and You 
Right to Counsel Basic 
In System of Justice 


Suppose that you are arrested 


and accused of committing a 
crime. You need and want coun- 
sel, but have no money. What 
can you do? 


Under Wisconsin law the court 


will appoint and compensate 
counsel for you, if you so re- 
quest and have no funds. In 
federal court, the judge will 
assign counsel who serve with- 
out pay. 


Eight to have a lawyer to 


speak for you in a criminal 
case is basic to our system of 
justice. Failure of a court to al- 
low counsel may amount to a 
denial of a fair trial. 


But our law has not always 


given us a right to counsel. 


At early common law no ac- 


cused person could have counsel 
against the king. Later English 
law would let a lawyer help the 
accused on one point or another, 
but he could not bring out facts 
or present general arguments. 
For example, the English court 
denied Mary Queen of Scots a 
lawyer though English was not 
her native tongue. 


Part of Constitution 


Only after 1695 did the right to 


counsel become a part of the 
common law. Then in the crime 
of treason, the accused got an 
advance copy of his indictment 
and a list of the jurors. He could 
also subpoena witnesses and de- 
fend himself through counsel.

come taxpayer — individual or 
corporate. Here again a change 
will require a totally new con- 
ception of the taxing rights of 
local governments. 


It is quite true that a com- 


munity with a higher than usual 
share of higher income earners 
— as some of the suburbs — or 
one with an intensive industrial 
development will get higher 
shares of income tax payments 
than others. But the Wisconsin 
income tax is legally designated 
as a "state and local" income 
tax. To suggest that the distri- 
bution of returns should be on a 
per capita basis is to suggest 
the destruction of that concept. 


A community with higher than 


average income per person also 
tends to have an easier proper- 
ty tax situation because of pro- 
portionately higher individual 
property valuations. But it is 
difficult to imagine the reform- 
ers 
suggesting 
that 
Neenah 


should share its property tax 
base, as one example, with 
Laona in Forest county, at the 
other extreme of property tax 
capacity. 


There is talk about pooling all 


Wisconsin tax resources, and 
redistributing them according to 
need. That may come. It may be 
justified.

An insurance company has 


made a nationwide survey and 
come up with conclusions about 
teenage automobile drivers that 
surprise practically no one. It 
has been found, in brief, that ihe 
student who owns a car has a 
social asset and academic lia- 
bility. It finds that 75 per cent of 
high school juniors and seniors 
have driver licenses, and almost 
60 per cent have access to auto- 
mobiles 
for social purposes. 


Most "E" and "S" students who 
drive are restricted by their par- 
ents to weekend driving. Among 
those who own cars, there arc 
20 times as many "F" students 
as there are "E" students using 
cars the extreme limit, seven 
nights a week. Age is also a fac- 
tor. Students who obtain a car, 
or use of one, at age 16 nearly 
always show a sharp drop in 
academic standing. When car 
privileges are withheld a year 
longer, the effect on grades is 
considerably diminished. Just in 
case you were interested in 
knowing.

This correspondent last week 


wrote that Sen. Kennedy's election 
was assured by reason of a shift 
of about 5 million Catholics from 
their vote four years ago for the 
Republican ticket to the Demo- 
cratic ticket this year. The fore- 
cast was based on the results of 
the Gallup poll which showed that 
the Catholics, who had voted 51 
per cent Democratic in 1956, 
would vote 79 per cent Democratic 
in 1960.
